Chicago — Fifteen years of litigation 


was climaxed Monday when the gov- 
rnment obtained a federal injunction" 
restraining the sanitary district of Chi'-' 
cago,from diverting- more than, its-^au- 
thorlzed quota of water through 'the' 
drainage canal from Lake Michigan, 


The government charges that 
the 


lake level has been lowered to the ex- 
tent that it hampers navigation on the 
Great -Lakes through the action of the 
sanitary district in exceeding its out- 
take of 4,167 cubic feet per second, the 
minimum allowed by the' secretary's 
of war in the United States original 
grant ot the district. For the last; sev 
eral years, it contends, the sanitary 
district has been diverting more than 
30,000 cubic feet per second. Answer- 
ing- the charges, officials of the sani- 
tary district declared that because of 
Chicago's growth it has been neces- 
sary to take the larger volume of 
water from the lake in order to safe- 
guard the. health of the city's inhabit- 
ants. .Police powers of the state gave 
the .district the right, it was claimed, 
to take as much water from the lake 
as purposes of sanitation required. Be-

DELAY UNAVOIDABLE 


Third, the months of May and June 


hax'e been lost by delays when money 
hight hax-e been made for the govern- 
ment in the tourist trade. The answer 
made by the shipping board is that 
the contractors who reconditioned the 
vessel couldn't get it finished by Jun6 
19 and that the shipping board was 
unable to get a berth for the Leviath- 
an in Southampton earlier than July 
11. so that the first sailing date from 
America was July 4.

•Few people know that Fremont John- 
ston has one of the 
largest peony 


farms and one of the' most thriving 
out-ot-town 
f'orist business 
in this 


part of the country. The reason that 
people do not know about it is that 
Mr. •Johnston 
is extremely modest 


about his venture and besides, he is 
too busy usually during the season to 
conduct visitors on a tour 
of the 
place. 


The peony season at the Johnston 


place on both sides of West-ave., just 
off South River-st opened on June 12 
when the first dozens of buds were 
.shipped to the Western Cold Storage 
company in -Chicago. 
The 
season 


was "just 12 days later than last year. 
By Friday 600 dozen peony buds were 
transported to Chicago and it was ex- 
pected that at the peak of the season 
from 1,100 to 1,400 dozen buds -would 
be shipped. 
These 
will be sold in 


Chicago during the latter part of July. 


Unlike the famous Cooper peony 


business in Kenosba, where the Coo- 
per's give away the flowers to adx-er- 
:ise the roots, Mr. Johnston's business 
-s the selling of the flowers in Chica- 
:o and that vicinity after the local 
supply there has been exhausted. Ths 
peony roots which have been raised 
on the Johnston farm have been used 
each year to set out more in the ori:*- 
nal 14-acre plot on which the busi- 
less was begun. 


HAS CITY BXJTERS 


One of the reasons why Appleton- 


ans have known so little of the peo- 
ny business -was because Mr. John- 


ston has established 
his market in 


Chicago. Walter Kenmcot, a son-in- 
law of Mr. Johnston, who is an in- 
surance agent in the loop district in 
Chicago, and who has raised peonies 
and other flowers near Des Plaines 
for many years, acts as the Chicago 
agent for the Appleton farm. 


No doubt it is a shock to- most peo- 


ple who know little of florist methods 
that the peonies which are shipped 
from Appleton now are not sold until 
next month in Chicago. The flowers 
ar?f picked here in bud, when the color 
is beginning to show, 
wrapped 
in 


parchment paper with a dozen in each 
parcel, then placed in boxes and taken 
at once to cold storage in Chicago. 
They are kept there until Mr. Kenni- 
cot finds that the market is opening 
up then he disposes of them to the 
Chicago dealers. 


Occasionally some of the Johnston 


peonies find their way into the Apple- 
ton market, but tha.t is quite by acci- 
dent. It sometimes happens that a 
few buds develop too far for safe re- 
frigerator keeping before they can be 
picked. 
The local 
dealers 
usually 


buy these and they are sold in Apple- 
ton and its vicinity. 


GROWS 20 SPECIES 


Twenty 
different • kinds 
of 
the 


species are raised and sold from the 
Appleton farm 
The owner finds it 


difficult to say -which is his personal 
'avorite. since he is abviously inter- 
ested and delighted by 'each variety 


The present acreage' of the beds is 


something over half of the original 
14-acre plot -which Mr Johnston pur- 
chased. 
During the ' season, 
those 


acres of plants turn to a sea of burst- 
.ng buds -with here and there a full 
jrown flower which has escaped the 
picker in his daily rounds. 


Besides those who 50 into the field 


to pick the buds 
for shipping, * Mr. 


Johnston 
employs a corn of women 


and girls as packers and a squad of 
comparatively small boys who take 


! care of the process known as budding. 


, These boys snip from stalk of the pe- 


[ ony all the auxiliary' buds wh-'ch sn-e 
less developed than the main bud 
This is done so that the strength of 


I the plant may go into the bud which 
jv-U! be sold and not be dissipated in 
those which will never mature, and so 
that the bud when it is placed on the 
market will not be spoiled by the im- 
mature buds which turn black when 
kept. 


The work 
on the farm becomes 


enormous during the season and the 
owner is so busy from 5 o'clock in the 
morning until late at night that it is 
difficult to 
entertain 
visitors. 
At 


times other than the height of the 
season, there is not so much to see at 
the place since the plants need only 
cultivation and fertilization to keep 
them fit for the next bearing 


Mr. Johnston has boueht ground on 


the north side of West-ave and across 
South River-st since bis original pur- 
chase of land 
He is erecting a new 


home at the corner of South River-st 
and West-ave Both of Mr. Johnston's 
older sons, Alden and Faville. are as- 
sisting their father with the business. 
They, have joined him an the purchase 
of the West park property.

the wage regulation case of the Kansas 
Court of Industrial Relations should be 
accepted as first of an important series

In a -broad way the opinion sur- 
veys the field so as to bring out the con- 
spicuaus points of two great constitution- 
al principles. 


''It is very difficult under the cases," 


says the Chief Justice, "to lay down a 
working rule by which readily to deter- 
mine when a business man has become 
'clothed with public interest', " and fur- 
ther along he continues that "a more in- 
timate public regulation is only to be 
determined by the process of exclusion 
and inclusion, and to gradual establish- 
ment of a line of .distinction." And he 
reaches the conclusion that, if "the com- 
mon callings are clothed with a public in-^ 
terest by a mere legislative declaration,' 
then "there must be a revolution in the 
relation of government to general busi- 
ness."

As far as capital and labor are con- 


cerned, neither desires regulation. They 
much prefer to settle their differences by 
negotiation. In the regular run of busi- 
ness this plan 'is better than regulation, 
as it solves problems and adjusts differ- 
ences by experience and offers greater 
elasticity. 
As a rule, the only precau- 


tion that the public need take is against 
collusion between capital and labor and 
against monopoly by either capital or 
labor. 


Regulation of business and of labor is 


a form of paternalism. 
Public interest is 


best served by the least recourse to pa- 
ternalism of any kind. 
This idea calls 


attention 
to still another 
principle, 


which is that regulation may be injurious 
to public interest rather than beneficial. 


Business and labor should be as free 


as possible. 
As regulation is developed, 


it must, as Chief Justice Taft implies, be 
responsible and practical and republican. 
The function of government is simply to 
govern so as to give the greatest liberty 
to persons, institutions and associations.

Some Features of Proposed System Draw Criti- 


cism—Alterations Are Suggested to 


Make Plan Efficient 


Dissatisfaction with the plan of arterial highways tentative- 


ly adopted' by the city council exists in Appleton, judging from 
the comments of several persons interviewed. 


While some of the points of the council's plan were defend- 


ed, none of the persons'-'would concede that the plan is perfect. 
Some thought the council had selected too many highways, others 
believed there were too few. and still othrs were "of the opinion 
that arterial highways were bunched too closely together at cer- 
tain places. 


"The council's,plan is, on the whole, better than the one 


suggested by the committee of the chamber of commerce." said 
B. A. Schmalz. president of the chamber, "but I think they have 
selected too many arterial highways, especially in the east end. 
There is no need of having both North-st and Pacifie-st, nor of 
having both Union and Rankin-sts as arterial streets.

The social elementss of other 
cities are confronted today by a like 
situation. 


Birth and breeding, and ability and 


achievem«nt are minor considerations 
at present in what the woild calls 
society. 


New York, which led America in 


creating a rigid social caste, has pre- 
ceded the rest of the nation in break- 
ing down its restrictions and placing 
society on a sound money basis 


Wealth lured the old Dutch society 


of the city away frorn 
the 
sedate 


traditions it had inherited ar>d 
in- 


spired it to copy the fashions of dress 
and social procedure originating in 
London and Paris "Wealth stimulated 
and ripened the ancient social sys 
tern and brought about its luxurious 
flowering in the 
late 
sixties 
and 


early seventies 
"Wealth 
eventually 


brought about its collapse. 


One of the axioms of old New York 


patricians was -"It takes three gen- 
erations to make a gentleman " 


The Belmont familv, originally of 


no social standing, came to be ac- 
cepted in due time 
August Belmont 


a native of Prussia, 
emigrated in 


18?7 and established the family for- 
tune in this country by h.s opera- 
tions as American agent for the great 
banking house of Eothsch'id _- He 
married the daughter of Commodore 
>Iatthew C Perry, who opened Japan 
to trade with 
America 
Belmont 


turned his energies from banking to 
diplomacy 
He was successively con 


sul-ger>eral to Austria and minister 
to the Netherlands and gained en 
trance to New York society through 
the social position of his wife, couoled 
•with his own participation 
in 
na 


tional affairs 


Other New York residents of as 


great or greater wealth have exeited 
less influence upon societv of their 
day 
Thfe Morgans, of excellent New- 


England lineage, were accoided recog- 
nition from the ai rival in New York 
of the first J Pierpont Morgan, who 
married MIES Tracv Always accepted, 
the family never has cared to assume 
a commanding position in the social 
hfe^of the city. 


Jay Gould, associate of the notorious 


Tweed and of James Fisk 
jr , 
in 


many financial enterprises was never 
considered among 
the 
elect 
The 


Harrimans, Rockefellers Garys and 
otheis came into financial crommence 
long after the exclusive caste that had 
once rul£d society had been over 
•whelmed and lost in the confusion 
of present day existence. 


By the middle of the«last century 


the rapid increase of wealth began to 
cause a swift and dramatic change in 
the social svstem of New York From 
an unofficial oligarchy of austocrats 
society was transformed into an ex- 
travagant body that set 
mci easing 


store in fashion and display As years 
passed, the inclusion in tne cucle of 
the Astors. Belmonts and VanclerbUts 
increased still fuither society's wealth 
and love of luxury. 


It has been told how on Dec 26 


1S74, the Bouncers' ball, a fancy dress 
affair, was held at Delmomco's by 
some of the most prominent bachelors
